Who are each of you? What do you each do in the band? 

Dick Rice: They call me Dick. I play bass. 

Leatherwolfe: | play the high end. 

Velvet Cash: | beat on the little woman and make her scream. We're the 
musicians but we also have a circus of degradation which includes various folks, 
the main two being Arish and Captain Tim. 

When and how did the band form? - 

VC: Sweetums and me started recording three or four years ago. 

‘DR: | joined a year ago. They were a band but they needed a hairy bassist. 

VC: The circus of degradation came later and they seem to come and go as 
they please. Right now we are looking for two cowgirls to go-go dance and two 
mighty men to have a boxing match. Usually people just approach us sayin’ “I'll 
shit my underwear for you” or “I'll deepthroat my tampon for you”. 

What other bands are your members in? What bands were your members in previously? 

DR: I’m in Our Testicles Touch The Ground. I was in Wire Bastard. 

VC: I play bass in a Winter tribute band called Santa. Been in Spermicide, 
Sally Hose Off, Weedshove, helped start Pork Queen years ago. And me and 
Leatherwolfe have an all noise, puppet-rape band called Retard. 

What's your discography so far? Any recordings planned? 

Hump: Grandma, Phuckin’ Phuck, This 1s A Snuff Film, Flaming Tunnel Of Fear are our 
cassettes. There’s also the Scratch Records single which is two 4-year-old songs 
off Grandma and the B-side of Snuff Film. 

Any label interest yet? Do you care? 

DR: Right now we're on Scratch. 

VC: DGC and Warner have been bugging us. 

LW: We're in the process of recording. 

_ What are the high and low points in the band’s existence? 

VC: | think playing with Nimrod both here and in Vancouver was fucking great. 
Mayuko Hino dumping hot wax all over her tits, Fuck you can’t beat that. Captain 
Tim dumped wax all over his cock and then got whipped by Mistress H. He did it 
just for Nimrod. 

Playing with Ween was cool. Some goof screaming “This isn’t right, stop hurting 
that woman!” Me and Hugh (hump’s rodeo clown) had to shitkick him. Not to be 
violent or nothing but the guy was a fascist. When a man’s beatin’ his woman, 
don't go tryin’ to stop him unless she’s askin’ ya to. 


Once when we were playin’ the hump house these rocker kids about 15 years | 


old were buggin’ us and one kid asks: “Hey, didn’t you get busted in Vancouver 
for fucking a pizza?” and his friend said “No. That was for raping some chick.” | 
couldn't believe it. These kids think we are rapists and that it’s cool to be a 
rapist. Anyway, one of their girlfriends says to me and Sweetums, “You can rip off 
my clothes and rape me on stage.” | think that was the ultimate high point. 

LW: There was a time way before Dick, me and Velvet and Sally (hump’s

junkie) all lived together. Me and Sally would shoot anything. We drank like fish, 
we ate fish. We would work for no one. Phuckin’ Phuck was recorded out of all 
that. Although it was one of our lowest points | think Velvet and me enjoyed 
music more than ever. 

~ What are your influences, if any? 

VC: Pot is our biggest influence. TV is second. Sounds and music and 
pornography is third. | really liked the movie Dirt Bike Kid and food is cool. 

LW: | like lemon squares from Rebar and smokin’ H. 

What new (or old) music have each of you been listening to lately? What are your all-time 
favorites? 

VC: Vic Chesnutt, Miles Davis, Hank Williams Sr. (not Jr.), Sun City Girls. As a 
band | think our common faves are Bongwater, Killdozer, Buttholes and Melvins. 
Dick loves Zappa. 

Do any of you have any views on the state of the Victoria “scene”? 

LW: Whenever I hear the word “scene” I feel sick. Sick because | get this 
picture in my head of bouncing straight and alert hardcore listenin’ kids of the 
Reagan era who think they are so politically aware when all they really do is pay 
too much to see funky, punky metal shit bands that deal with such original topics 
as cops, racism and McDonalds. 


VC: I used to think everyone in the “scene” was a fuckin’ moron. But people | 


here are tolerant of a lot of stuff that Vancouverites are very scared of. We've 
pulled off more all-noise, almost no instrument style shows in our house than any 
club or gallery can claim in Vancouver. With a lot less stupid comments, too. But 
of course there is a good population of the scene we despise. The population 
that would see musical evolution come to a standstill by filling the mushy minds 
of young people with hardcore and Pearl Jam and reggae. | don’t care if people 
want to listen to simple-minded crap but warning youngsters against the dangers 
of art-phag noise is low. And breaking kids’ skateboards for smoking pot — only a 
Nazi would do that. (A Nazi that owns a skate shop in Market Square.) 

What's your message to the youth of Victoria (or anyone else)? 

VC: My message to the youth: “Go get drunk on yer old man’s whiskey. Drink it 
all. Steal your mama’s wallet. Go to Turner's in Oak Bay or the Chinese store by 
Spectrum, drop all your money on the counter and say “LePage’s Black Label”. 
Steal a plastic vegetable bag. Huff the glue. One tube at a time. Mug someone 
while in a gluedream. Maybe you could molest your siblings or break into 
strangers’ houses. Just don't listen to redundant shit like SNFU, Green Day and 
Bad Religion. It’s dumb and it makes you look dumb. And above all, find out 
what the golden rule is and follow it.” 

Why the stage show? 

VC: When we go see a band we wanna be | eh Music fills my ears but | 
want a visual feast also. Seeing some guy shake his hair or aerobicize is dull. I've 
seen that a million times. Seeing movies, slides, TVs, dancing, shadowboxing and 
acts of degradation are way more interesting. A chickenshit idiot like Marcus from 
Harpo’s or a straight-edge guy like Tony G. from Lootfag would be distracted by it 
but these guys can’t walk and chew gum at the same time. 

What is hump trying to prove? 

hump: |. That people take music too seriously. It’s entertainment. 

2. That even the most jaded audience can still be shocked and offended by 
things that happen in family homes day after day. 

3. That our town fucking sucks. 

What's the best feedback you've gotten about hump? 

VC: In Vancouver Soma overheard some girl saying, “When that band: was 
playing it felt like | was in hell.“

Anarchy an 
Alternative

Radio 


hat, you may ask, does anarchy have to do with alternative radio? To — 

begin with, the root of the word “anarchy”, from the Greek anarchia (an 
meaning not and arche meaning rule), complements the purpose of alternative 
radio. By having a radio station that refuses corporate sponsorship and relies on 
the listening community for funding you are free to question rather than support 
multinationals and all premises that they rely on (ie. capitalism and hierarchy). 
Anarchy has been a voice of the oppressed throughout history. From the Paris 
commune in the 1800s to the Spanish Civil War in 1936/37 (in which the Anarchist 
Federation - Federacion Anarquista Iberica - played an important role in fighting 
the fascist government) all the way to Anarchist Youth Federation which exists in 
North America today, anarchy has long been a valid and.serious movement in 
the western world. 

The anarchist aims to replace governments and give people freedom to do as 
they will and harm no one, and are reflected by many local and international 
bands. The problem is that no corporate-controlled radio station will play them. 
How could a station that airs Kentucky Fried Death ads play a band like Conflict 
who sing on their Ungovernable Force album, “Direct action in animal rights means 
causing economic damage to those who use and abuse and make profits from 
exploitation.” Of course, no corporate station would play this. CFUV can and 
does play Conflict, Crass, Dead Kennedys, Black Flag, Contempt and any band 
that threatens and scares the corporate New World Order. The last band, 
Contempt, was a local band (regrettably now broken up) without a record deal 


and thus unlikely to be heard on radio if there were no alternative stations. 


We're not talking about playing the Sex Pistols, who mastered the Rock'n'Roll 
Swindle by singing about Anarchy in the U.K. while making millions. No, we're 
talking about bands advocating direct action and revolution. Granted, radio will 
not spark a spontaneous revolution, but by playing bands that refuse the 
corporate bucks alternative radio provides a forum for uncensored discussion. 
This alone helps stop the perpetuation of socio-economic hierarchies that those 
in power need in order to rule. 

Anarchy is more than just destroying the current institutions, it is a way of 
living. It is a process of constantly re-evaluating society. It means taking personal 
control of one’s values and living by them, no longer accepting the dominant 
paradigm of any society. Anarchy means not allowing oneself to be sedated by 
mass media lies while freedoms disintegrate and mass oppression becomes 
acceptable. | | 

Where can you hear more about these bands and further anarchist 
discussion? Right here on CFUV at the Anarchist Cafe. The Anarchist Cafe opens 
every Tuesday night at 3AM and closes Wednesday morning at 6AM. The late, 
late hour ensures that the hosts (John-Henry and Amanda, of course) can subvert 
the corporate agenda of creating a docile 9 to 5 work force to meet their 
capitalist demands and turn the listeners on to anarchy and revolution. 

In closing, | think it’s appropriate to quote Conflict again from the song “The 
Arrest”: Whatever you go through in a police cell is nothing compared to the suffering inflicted 
by governments. The state destroys, tortures and murders. We must stop them, using force if 
necessary. Remember that, and good luck. A

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The Crying Game

ith Irish poetry, a friend is 
determined to save my 
lapsed Catholic soul. She, being a 
devoted Irish Catholic, contemplates 
my spiritual redemption in measured 
cadences. Having asked me over for 
our infrequent lunches, she'll quickly 
read out laud a half dozen lines for 
my adoration. Her voice animates 
both waves and rock in that incessant 
-co-mingling along miles of Irish 
coastline. Her language is an 
-extended allusion to her island and 
her faith. It's for that very reason Irish 
director Neil Jordan. saw filmmaking 
ys an escape from Irish literature. His 
1976 debut collection of short stories 
Night In Tunisia and his novels were 
critically well regarded. Yet, for 
Jordan, only movies could connect 
3 shim with “forbidden things - rich

“real life... levels of eroticism and 
a senguaility; .. with what storytelling 
“should be.” Without an-trish film 
stradition, Jordan struggles with a 
amillennia of verbal imagery. And so 
with his latest film, The Crying Game 
he takes a reckless leap from this 
‘sacred ground.

‘literary works. While his stories are of 
4a place, they are never meant to be 
"particularly fresh.

~strange things that don’t happen in’ 


backstage to a public performance 
are regular features to his landscape. 
In The Miracle from 1990, an 
alderwoman visiting a small coastal 
village becomes a young man’s 
obsession. With a retelling of Red 
Riding Hood in The Company Of Wolves, 
Straying from the path literally 
releases the beast in all people. 


» When a hired thug in Mona Lisa (1986) 


falls knowingly in love with a 
prostitute, only a peek behind the 
scene discloses the depths of his 
boss's corruption. Jordan’s stories 
emerge from these natural cusps, 
which are neither wave nor rock, yet 
inspire startling transformation. 

The Crying Game also begins at a 
northern Irish seaside town, hosting a 


small travelling carney. Jody, a young 
-black British soldier, is enticed by an 
alluring local girl into an IRA 
kidnapping. He’s been taken prisoner 


in hopes of swapping him for an IRA 
leader held by military authorities. 


Assigned to guard him is “volunteer” | 


Fergus (played by Stephen Rea). 
Rather than keep him bound and 
hooded like an animal ready for 
slaughter, Fergus removes the stifling 
black bag to meet Jody (Forest 
Whitaker). As Jody talks about the 
army as a job, and about his love for 
cricket, he becomes steadily more 
difficult to kill. He’s a storyteller 
whose fatalistic tale of “The Frog and 
Scorpion” haunts his captor. Should 
he die, Jody implores Fergus to look 
up his beloved girlfriend Dil (played 


-by Jaye Davidson), setting in. motion 


the pure desire of The rind tad 


es 


sh Pow erbook 


What gives The Crying Game a 
desperate but erotic charge is the 
sacrifice of this storyteller. The thug 
in Mona Lisa can be unaware he’s 
relating a mystery. The young man 
can find himself entrapped by his 
own fantastic assumptions. Each 


maintains a distance from the 
tragedy. But, with the accidental 
death of Jody, Fergus and Dil have 
nothing to guide them to the end of 
their story. They're completely 
vulnerable to the sudden reversals of 
their passions. Both flounder in 
Jordan's refusal to assume anything 


about his. characters’ inner lives. Of 


the people in his novels Jordan 


stated “I could only describe-the . 


physical. realities of [their] 


_ fundamental existence. I. could not 


describe anything other than what 
could be seen or smelled or heard.” 
In his novel, The Dreams of a Beast, a 


graphic artist gives himself up in 
complete sensual identification with. 


nature. So physically, he 
metamorphoses into his partner, 
pregnant with their daughter. Though 
saturated with surreal imagery, his 
prose remains guarded against 
metaphysical assum-ptions. 
Filmmaking for Jordan holds no such 


dangers. Its reliamce on recording 


appearance in The Crying Game 


- confounds all concerned with things 


that can’t be explained. 

After seeing The Crying Game, | 
recognized its likeness in the sexually 
Outrageous movies. of Spanish 


director Pedro Almodovar. Some of — 


these include High Heels and Matador. 


Coming from cultures dominated by 


the Catholic Church, both directors 
approach cinema as erotically 
charged images. For Almodovar, the 
sex is buoyant, farcical and filled with 
the thrill of a crumbling fascist 
regime. There’s the spirit of rebellion. 
With the Catholic Church still in 
control of Ireland, Jordan's films are 
distrustful of what can’t be touched or 


_ caressed. What can be seen can’t be 


co-opted by any poetic trans- 
cendence into the Irish Catholic 
realms.of the spirit. | don’t think I'll 
suggest The Crying Game to. my friend 
just yet.. I’m not sure I.want my 
serpentine soul cast out from the 
Emerald Tales.

othing gets in the way of Rhythm Activism. Even the worst blizzard in 

Montreal's recent history. Norman Nawrocki, singer, songwriter, violinist and 
master of many fine talents in the group Rhythm Activism took time off on March 
15, beneath six feet of snow, to talk with Offbeat. 

Describing Rhythm Activism as a “rock n’ roll cabaret band,” Nawrocki said the 
band exists first and foremost to promote political change and to have fun doing 
it. 

From anti-poverty benefits in rural Quebec to traditional Ukrainian-Polish- 
Canadian weddings in Saskatoon, Rhythm Activism defies convenient labelling 
and easy description. 7 

Their latest album, Tumbleweed, showcases a new sound for the band, “twangy... 
all acoustic. Looking west,” said Nawrocki. Indeed. Tumbleweed not only presents 
fight-the-power ideals, but sings about people brave enough to realize them. For 
example, Milton Born With A Tooth, a lonefighter Indian who has never ceased 
fighting for justice in the face of our government's deceit. 

Related to Rhythm Activism’s “Milton Born With A Tooth,” is their song “The 
Old Man River Dam,” about a huge hydro-electric dam built on Indian land 
despite protest and legal barriers. 

As Nawrocki said, “The world is turning here... either we go along with it or we 
speak out.” 

Tumbleweed has made an impact in Milton’s home province of Alberta - while on 
CSJW radio in Calgary, Nawrocki said a secretary for the engineering company 
responsible for the Old Man River Dam called in, youn. information about 
other equally hideous projects. 

Rhythm Activism produced two tapes about the Oka crisis in 1990, a time when 
Indian musicians were banned on many Montreal radio stations, said Nawrocki. 

Rhythm Activism proves wit need never be sacrificed for political sincerity. For 
example, they toured Quebec once protesting legislation penalizing people on 
welfare. The show was called “Two women and a check.” 

While performing in Poland the “rebel news orchestra,” as Nawrocki termed 
the band, played a show called Welcome to Capitalism Poland - hardly a typical 
North American import to the now defunct Eastern Block. 

“We're a very conscious, aware band that takes our social responsibility 
seriously... we’re no corporate poodle hacks, that’s for sure,” said Nawrocki. 

Rhythm Activism prides itself on producing its own material through Le Pages 
Noires. Nawrocki is full of contempt for the commercial recording industry. 

“They're all parasites. They live off of bands and those of us who are stupid 
enough to buy it. They take our culture, which is pop culture, and repackage it 
and sell it to us,” said Nawrocki. “It’s sick.” 

Their future plans include hitting the folk festival circuit, doing some more 
Prairie weddings, and hanging out on the west coast. Band member Sylvain Cote 
is currently fundraising for the band by treeplanting up Island. 

Nawrocki said the group enjoys defying any patterns and is presently enjoying 
a stint with some hardcore bands, including Dogface Herman's, Ex, and 
Trenchmouth. 

Nawrocki’s most memorable concert story illustrates perfectly Rhythm 
Activism’s wacky genius - imagine Rhythm Activism in drag, in a church basement, 
with a crucified Jesus Christ hanging behind them while singing a typical Rhythm 
Activism song like “Louis Riel.” 

If you can picture that, then you're on your way to Tumbleweed. & 
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Let The Good Times Roll

First up was Nanaimo’s Ninth Hour, who seem to be overcoming a tendency to 
sound like a generic hardcore band and are progressing towards some really 
great songwriting. They fucked up a couple of times, but no one cares about that 
at the hump house. In fact, good feeling was pretty much pervasive among the 
small but rapidly growing crowd. 3 | 

Next up was the long-awaited return of O.T.T.G., one of the weirdest bands 
you'll ever hear. They weren't as tight and overall apeshit hyperass as I’ve seen 
them before, possibly due to their long absence from playing live, But good stuff 
anyway - musically a hybrid of hardcore, jazz, and that stupid music that always 
accompanies the appearance of clowns. | hate clowns. | like O.T.T.G. 


At this point a complete stranger groped my dangley things and pretty much | 


made the evening for me. Lots of metalheads had arrived and were making lots 
of metalhead noises, which is cool with me as long as no one punches anyone. 
Good feeling started peaking; | found myself participating in a group hug. 

Retard took over the space with the sheer power of godawful noise. Ear 
piercing feedbacking fucked-up vocals, totally monotonous drum machine 
programming, the occasional out-of-synch-disco, and some bass playing. Some 
people danced, some people held their ears, some people did both. The 
metalheads looked confused. This was the most masochistic musical experience 
that I've ever been put through. This kind of stuff is great at a live show as long as 
it doesn’t go on for too long, and Retard kept it up just long enough to scare a few 
people and purify our hearts and:minds for what came next. 

What came next was Seed, a three-piece rock band. Imagine something 
between R.E.M. and Killdozer and you'll probably still have the wrong idea. For 
me they called to mind several other bands such as Slow, The Fall, Fugazi, and 
(dare | say this?) Nirvana, not in any specific stylistic similarity but in the way 
they take what is really pretty basic rock music without a hell of a lot of 


complexity and make it, | say, totally enjoyable and worth listening to. By the 


crowd response | guess that most people there felt the same way. Both band and 
crowd had plenty of energy; not a drag at all. Apparently Seed is partly residing 
in Victoria and partly in Vancouver, which is 1 guess why they hardly ever play 
here. Don't miss them next time. 


The hump house continues to provide the best showcases of local 


underground talent that I’ve ever seen. My ears will ring for another week.
